Lyman was called to Virginia City and 
was appointed as superintendent of 
nearly all the mines and milts operated 
by the bonanza firm of Mackay &

He was during this time superin- 


tendent of the Consolidated Virginia, 
Ophir. Mexican, Hale * Norcross, Si- 
erra Nevada and Gould & Curry mines. 


Probably no man on the Comstock 


was better informed In regard to these 
immense properties than Mr. Lyman 
and many deals that involved millions 
of dollars were under his supervision.

INDUSTRY 


the' New Year Opens Witir Nkore 


Than Good Promise in 


California. 


Remarkable progress has marked the 


course of the petroleum Industry of 
California duiing the past year and 
the new year opens with a promise of 
a still greater progress during the next 
twelve months. 


The salient features of the year's 


story are in striking contrast with 
those of 1901. The previous year was 
marked by ft boom, the exploitation of 
oil stocks, a feverish haste to drill 
new wells and an Immense Increase in 
production, the output rising 
from^ 


4,152,928 barrels in 1900 to 7,710.116* 
barrels in 1901* There was thus a 
very large overproduction, which re- 
quired time for the consuming market 
to overtake. 
Near the close of 1WO 


the boom suddenly flattened, oil stocks 
almost disappeared from the financial 
field, oil went to ruinous prices, reach- 
ing 10 to IS cents at the wells in the 
Kern river fleld. and a period of great 
depression, from the standpoint of the 
producer, ensued. 


But with a cheap fuel and a large 


and permanent supply reliably In sight, 
the Industrial world at once girded it- 
self to utilize the cheap fuel provided 
in the midst of the prosperity and ex- 
pansion that has come to the State i 
and the Pacific region. This side of] 
the industry has not made as much 
noise as did the boom of 1901, but \ihat 
has been accomplished and planned is 
of greate significance than the surpris- 
ing developments of the pre^ous year. 


The greater increase In consumption"' 


during the year has been afforded by i 
the railroad systems to •nhich the sup- j 
ply is readily available, mainly the 
Southern Pacific and Santa Fe. 
The 


latter was the pioneer in adopting oil 
fuel, but the Southern Pacific has, 
within the year, so largely substituted 
oil for coal fuel that it is now the 
largest consumer. At this date it has 
converted 504 locomotives for oil burn- 
Ing, and, at the estimated consumption 
of 600 barrels per engine per month, 
this amounts to a rate of no less than! 
$600,000 barrels a year. The company 
is converting other engines as fast as 
possible and is building large stor- 
age and supply tanks throughout Its j 
system in California and on the Sunset i 
line, and will extend its use of oil 
over the route to Ogden 
The Santa 


Fe and the various minor systems will 
probably bring the number of oil- 
burning engines In use to nearly one 
thousand, requiring about as much oil 
as the total product In 1901.

tor In the situation during the year

Coroner F. C. Updike and a Jury 


held an Inquest on the remains of 
Montague Darwin Livermore yester- 
day. 
A number of 
Important wit- 


nesses were examined, but little that 
would throw any light on the cause 
of the suicide was elicited. 


Among the most important witnesses 


that were examined was that of Frank 
Julien, druggist In the employ of S. 
J. Hodgklnson. 


Mr. Julien testified to having sold 


the deceased fifteen ounces of arsenic 
on the day previous to his death and 
stated that he did so upon Livermore 
stating that the drug waa for use 
in the Troy La'unclry, and that its pur- 
chase had bee authorized by the man- 
agement'of the institution. 


Mr. Sample, manager of the laun- 


dry, being placed upon 
the stand, 


stated that the drug had not been or* 
dered by him, or any one in authority 
In the laundry, to his knowledge, and 
Mr. Julien stated that it was the ex-' 
ception and not the rule to sell ar- 
ticles of this kind unless it was to 
people known to be responsible. 


A porcelain cup that 
belonged to 


Mrs. C. J. Brookins was found in the 
room and that it had contained arse- 
nic was evidenced by a portion of the 
drug remaining on the sides of the 
cup. 
However, if the fifteen ounces 


of the poison named had been taken 
by the deceased It would have either 
killed him Immediately, or else would 
have been expelled from the stomach. 
It seems that the last named waa true 
as a bucket used for chamber purposes
